There are some wheels that are driven by the 
percussion of the water upon the boxes ; some 
by the unbalanced pressure and reaction of the 
water as it leaves the wheel; some by both. 
Webber tested many wheels, running at the 
speed which gave the best percentage of useful 
effect, and found that the rim-speed of some 
wheels was from one-third to two-thirds faster 
than the speed of the influent water. This 
shows that the buckets were not acted upon by 
impact, but, on the contrary, ran so much faster 
than the water that the wheel was forcing its 
way through the water. This extra speed could 
not have been obtained from the entering water, 
but from the reaction of the discharged water. 

In Figure 1 is shown a ‘‘centre vent” wheel, 
twenty-four inches diameter, which, when run- 
ning at full gate, will discharge say 16.62 cubic 
feet per second under 31 feet head, making 
4.48 revolutions per second ; shute area at rim 
0.98 square feet, which will be where there is 
highest speed. and least cross action. If we di- 
vide 16.62 by 0.98 we will have about 17 feet per 
second for the velocity of water through the 
shutes and upon the wheel, and, as the wheel is 
6.23 feet in circumference, its rim-speed will be 
27.91 feet, which is more than half as fast again 
as the speed of the water. This certainly must 
have back pressure upon the wrong side of the 
bucket. There are not many wheels having 
these double curve buckets, claiming to get work 
out of the percussion upon the bucket, that give 
high percentage of duty. Those which do give 
good results have either no curve toward the 
water, or a convex surface instead of a concave, 
Fig. 2. 

Another way of shaping the buckets is shown 
in Fig. 3, in which each bucket forms a tangent 
to a circle about one-half the diameter of the 
wheel. In some instances radial buckets are 
used, the discharge being downward. 

Figure 1 would have given better results if 
the curves b a had been carried out, without 
change of direction, clear to the rim, as shown 
by the dotted line, although even in that case 
they would strike the rim with too little flare or 
increase of opening. It would be very hard for 
a wheel with buckets like those shown in Fig. 2 
to run so fast as to make much back action 
against the discharging water. In Fig. 3 there 
would be very little “slapping” of the water 
unless the speed were truly excessive. 

It may be taken as a fact that a wheel may run 
faster than the water which drives it. The reason 
why may be explained by saying that the dis- 
charging part of the bucket isin this case nearer 
to the centre than the receiving part is, and if the 
inner portion runs as fast as the issuing water, 
the outer portion must go faster. As a matter 
of fact the inner portion does not run as fast as 
the water, but if it travels with only 80 per 
cent. of the speed of the water, and the rim has 
double the circumference of the central or dis- 
charging circle, the rim will travel 160 per cent. 
as fast as the discharging water. 

In many wheels we will find that the percent- 
age falls rapidly at part gate, because the ve- 
locity through the shute is greater, while the 
velocity through the wheel is less, by reason of 
the reduced volume of water passing through 
the buckets.

Treating Fibrous Materials for 
Paper Stock. 





A process for treating fibrous materials to 
render them suitable for paper stock consists in 
placing the material to be treated, together with 
a watery solution of ammonia of about 0.95 spe- 
cific gravity (more or less) in a vessel, which 
afterward is closed hermetically and its con- 
tents boiled with or without pressure, the latter 
of about four to five atmospheres, more or less. 
The period during which the mass in the vessel 
is boiled under pressure varies according to the 
nature of the fibre to be treated. In general, a 
period of four to eight hours will be suitable. 
The boiling process being terminated, the vessel 
is opened and the contents removed therefrom, 
when the fibrous material has in a high degree | 
been freed from its incrustating and other for- 
eign substances. If the fibre treated has con- | 
tained resin or the like substances, this resin is | 
not materially decomposed by the ammoniacal | 
solution, but only dissolved, and is separated | 
from the solution if the latter has become cool, | 
when the resin will collect in bubbles on the sur- | 
face of the liquor, and can easily be removed 
therefrom and placed on the market. If by one 


boiling process with the ammoniacal liquor the 
fibre has not sufficiently been disincrustated, 
the process is repeated once or more until the | 
desired degree of disincrustation has been ob- 
tained. 


Cotton Stalk Fibre. 


The stalk of the cotton plant possesses a fibre 
with long thread and strong and light staple, 
which when disintegrated from the bark, pith 
and wood of thestalk and properly treated, will 
make a fine, clear, white, durable and handsome 
paper. The stalks and branches are taken in 
their green state, or after maturity (cutting off 
the stalks near the ground), and stripped of the 
leaves immediately thereafter; and so soon as 
possible the stalks and branches are passed 
through rollers in order to crush them, or they 
may be retted in any of the ordinary ways of 
retting flax, hemp or jute, so that the bark can 
easily be separated from the pith and woody or 
ligneous portions of the stalk. The bark, after 
drying in the sun two or three hours orina 
house or inclosure for one day or more, is passed 
through corrugated rollers, in order to 
scutch or break the outer covering from 
its fibrous parts. Then, by carding or 
hackling, the fibre is detached. The 
fibre is next steeped in a solution of 
caustic ammonia, one pound to each 
one hundred and fifty pounds of clear 
water, kept at a temperature of about 
100° Fahrenheit, for thirty hours. Any 
other alkaline solution may be used 
being of suitable strength; or it is 
boiled in a solution of caustic soda, 6 to 
8 per cent. caustic to water, keeping 
the same at a temperature of about 
150° Fahrenheit, for twelve hours or 
more. Caustic potash, lime, or resin 
soap may be substituted for the caus- 
tic soda. After cleansing by washing, 
the fibre will then be in the proper 
state for beating. 

The advantages of this fibre are 
cheapness, strength, -quality, fineness 
and durability, combining the strength, 
length and tenacity of flax or hemp 
with the smail cost of cotton stalks.

New Blue Coloring Matters. 











A blue dye-stuff is produced by the 
action of diethylparaphenylendiamine 
chloride upon an alkaline solution of 
alphanaphthol in the presence of an 
oxidizing agent. Ten pounds of nitroso- 
diethylaniline chloride are dissolved 
in five hundred pounds of water. To 
this solution fifteen pounds of zinc- 
dust are added and the mixture is 
heated under constant stirring, to about 
60° Centigrade, by which the nitroso 
compound is reduced to diethylpara- 
phenylendiamine chloride. The zinc- 
dust is then separated by filtering the 
warm solution, and to this solution is 
added under constant stirring, a solu 
tion composed of fourteen pounds of 
alphanaphthol, fourteen pounds of 
caustic-soda solution (1.29 specific 
gravity), ten pounds of bichromate 
of potash, and two hundred pounds 
of water, and then let cool. As 
soon as this mixture has thoroughly 
cooled there is added under constant 
stirring and little by little, enough 
common acetic acid to render the previously 
alkaline solution slightly acid, at which point 
the coloring matter is thrown down as a 
dark-blue precipitate, which is collected on a 
filter and washed with water until the impuri- 
ties have been removed. It may then be soldin 
the shape of a paste. This new dye-stuff is in- 
soluble in water, but is soluble in alkaline water 
without changing its color. It is reduced by 
grape-sugar in an alkaline solution to a leuco 
base of a dirty greenish color. In this state the 
dye-stuff has a great affinity to wool, which is 
readily dyed in it at a temperature of about 
150° Fahrenheit. The color on the wool is de- 
veloped by an oxidizing agent—such as bichro- 
mate of potash—into a bright indigo-blue. The 
so-dyed woul is changed into a light orange color 
by the application of nitric acid. The dye-stuff 
has basic properties as it dissolves in mineral 
acids, which, however, in a short time com- 
pletely destroy it. It is easily soluble in alcohol, 
and a very decided reaction is obtained by treat- 
ing the blue alcoholic solution of the dye-stuff 
with an alcoholic solution of picric acid. The 
previously blue solution is by this means imme- 
diately turned toa bright yellow. Its blue alka- 
line solution on being treated with oxalic acid 
turns red and throws out a brown precipitate. 
When dry, the dye-stuff appears as a dark-blue 
powder witb a bronze lustre very similar to Prus- 
sian blue.

and may be collected on a filter and sold in the 
form of a paste. This dye-stuff is soluble in 
water with a fine blue color, which is changed 
by the addition of muriatic acid and also of 
oxalic acid into a pinkish red, and by the addi- 
tion of an aqueous solution of tannic acid into 
an olive-green color. Wool is dyed with the 
new dye-stuff at a temperature of 150° Fahren- 
heit in a neutral bath without the addition of 
mordants or acids. Wool mordanted with the 
usual alum or chrome mordants can also be 
dyed with the new dye-stuff in a neutral bath, 
and at a temperature of about 150° Fahrenheit. 
The colors so produced on wool are of a fine 
pure blue color, which changes by the applica- 
tion of nitric acid into a lemon yellow.

Treating Wood for Paper Making. 





According to this invention white fir and trees 
of the similar order are selected. The wood se- 
lected is of good quality and fine grain, having 
previously been freed from bark and knots, It 
is then cut into pieces of half or three-quarters 
of an inch long, and subsequently crushed be- 
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inch is then passed gradually into the jacket of 
the boiler. When the pressure in the boiler 
itself begins to exceed 5 pounds to the square 
inch, a valve placed at the highest part of the 
boiler for the purpose is opened, so that a small 
quantity of gas and steam escapes. The press- 
ure of steam in the jacket is gradually increased 
as the steam pressure is seen to rise to the boiler 
itself, as the pressure in the jacket should not 
exceed that in the boiler by more than 30 
pounds per square inch. As the pressure in the 
boiler increases, more steam and gas are allowed 
to escape from the valve, in order to prevent 
the burning or discoloration of the wood during 
the operation. The boiling should be so con- 
ducted that after two hours the pres- 
sure in the inner boiler is 10 pounds, 
and this is increased 20 pounds per 
hour for the two following hours, in 
the next hour 15 pounds, and in each 
of the two following hours 10 pounds. 
When the pressure has reached 85 or 
90 pounds the boiler is allowed to re- 
main at that pressure from one to 
three hours, the completion of the oper- 
ation being indicated by the smell. 
The cover is then taken off, the boiler 
turned on its trunnions, and the fibre 
strained off from the liquor. The fibre 
is then washed, and is afterward 
beaten in the engine in the usual 
manner for conversion into paper ma- 
terial. The liquor may be treated in 
any suitable manner to obtain a gummy 
matter, which for some purposes may 
be used as a substitute for ordinary 
dextrine. The fibre resulting from 
the above treatment of the wond is 
suitable for good ordinary printing 
paper, and may be made suitable for 
superior papers by treatment with 
bleaching powders.

A New Incandescent. Light. 


An incandescent electric light, embracing 
various new features, has been brought out by 
Henry Goebel, an electrician residing in New 
York city. Eight three-quarter lamps, worked 
by a two-horse-power engine, were exhibited by 
him last Saturday. The lamps gave a clear 
white light, no vibration or flickering being per- 
ceptible. The most delicate shades of color were 
distinguishable under the light of the lamps. 
Mr. Goebel claims for his light that it has the 
highest resisting power of any electric light yet 
invented. The chief feature of his light is that 
it has a carbon of high resisting power which 
at the point of juncture with the wire is 
immersed in a fluid of Mr. Goebel’s inven- 
tion, which is specially adapted to resist the ac- 
tion of heat. The carbons are 
fibres of reeds, which have been reduced ia 
furnace of a high degree of heat. They are 
then bent into any shape desired and sunk into 
platinum, which is covered with the fluid adapt- 
ed to resist heat which Mr. Goebel has invented. 
With these ingredients Mr. Goebel claims to 
have produced the best incandescent electric 
light yet invented. The electricity is generated 
in the usual way by means of a steam engine 
and dynamo machine. Mr. Goebel states that 
his light has twice the resisting power of any 
light yet produced, and that under the rule 
that the greater the resisting power the 
less cost, he can furnish the light at a 
lower cost than is involved by the use of gas. 
| The light is capable of subdivision by dis- 
connecting switches, on the same principle as 
turning the tap of a gas-lamp. The cost of the 
lamps is a little less than twenty-five cents 
apiece. Several well-known electricians have 
seen the light and are very much impressed with 
it. Mr. Goebel has also invented, in connection 
with the light, an improved vacuum pump based 
on the Geissler system of vacuum pumps, but 
adapted to render the operation of the same me- 
chanical, so that unskilled hands can operate the 
pump and evacuate electric lamps and other 
vessels in a rapid and reliable manner. 
| The invention consists of a Geissler pump 
provided with an air-discharge valve at its up- 
per end, the whole structure being supported on 
| a pivoted frame, which is oscillated by means 

of a hand-lever so as to throw a body of mer- 

cury into a trough-shaped horizontal portion of 
the vacuating tube and form therein a mer- 
curial seal. The mercury receptacle connected 
| with the pump is adapted to be raised to the 
| proper height by a suitable hoisting mechanism,

discharge valve at the top of the pump, 
and then back again by a connecting tube 
to the vertically placed mercury receptacle. 
Upon the lowering of the mercury receptacle 
the pump is returned into a norma! position and 
| is ready for evacuation. Mr. Goebel states that 
| the main advantage of this improved vacuum 
pump is that it contains no ground glass stop- 
cock, which is always asource of leakage. An- 
| other advantage of this pump is that its opera- 
tion is entirely mechanical, and it can be tended 
by inexperienced hands, which is an important 
feature when large numbers of electric vacuum 
lamps have to be evacuated. 

Mr. Goebel has been experimenting for the 
past thirty years in electricity. He states that 
he invented an electric light twenty-nine years 
ago, which he exhibited on the roof of his house, 
No. 271}¢ Monroe street, this city. On the first 
evening that he did so, he says, the fire-alarm 
was sounded, and the engines came around to 
his house, and he was arrested and taken to the 
police station on a charge of disorderly conduct. 
| He was, however, discharged an hour later by 
Justice Wood, to whom he explained the origin 
of the light, and that he had merely exposed

It mingles with the Rag Pulp and becomes a part of the Paper, and cannot be detected without submit- 
tang the Paper to a chemical test, while other makeweights, such as Clay, Terra Alba (or Silesian White, as 
it is sometimes called), and other ground stone and granular material, if used in any quantity, will lower 
the quality of the Paper and can easily be detected.

We have three or four small-pox cases again, 

it as warm weather is approaching, according 

the almanac, there is not much fear of its 
preading, and there is consequently but little 
Jarm. The city physician has ordered the 

‘hool children living on Chestnut street, north 

f Fountain, to remain at home for two weeks, 
but the authorities are censured for not doing 

iore to isolate the infected houses. Some trou- 

le has been caused in one case because the 
ittending physician did not report the patient 
promptly. A complaint was made, and the 
Board of Health listened to the evidence. The 
physician, it seems, reported the case to the 
almoner Saturday night, and was told to go to 
the city physician. This he did not do till the 
following morning, and at the investigation he 
pleaded ignorance of the law. The Board de- 
cided to suspend action for the present, but it 
has done well to take the matter up, for there 
should be no ignorance on the part of physicians 
in this matter, and the subject should be agi- 
tated. 

D. H. and A. B. Tower, the Holyoke mill 
architects, have just made plans for a good- 
sized book and news paper mill at Mechanics- 
ville, N. Y., for the Hudson River Water Power 
and Paper Company. The mill will be built in 
the modern style, separate buildings for each 
department, and will be thoroughly equipped. 
There will be two Fourdrinier machines, pro- 
ducing from ten to twelve tons of paper a day. 
The following are the dimensions of the main 
buildings : Engine room, 188x65 feet; machine- 


room, 136x36; finishing-room, 154x45; stock 
house, 129x40; bleach house, 98x40; boiler 
house, 42 feet square. There will be two 
towers. 


The Aldermen have just given new licenses to 
ninety-nine liquor dealers, and the poor work- 
men will find it just as easy as ever to' spend 
their hard-earned wages for drink. The city 
ought to elect a Board of Aldermen who would 
put some restriction on the liquor traffic, but 
cities very seldom do all that they ought to. 
Our neighboring city of Springfield, with nearly 
10,000 more inhabitants, has granted but sixty- 
seven licenses, and the State Legislature is now 
about to pass, it is thought, a bill allowing cities 
but one liquor license to each 1,000 population. 
This would cut Holyoke down to one-quarter 
of the present number, and it would require 
more and better policemen to enforce the law. 

The Excelsior Paper Company has contracted 
with Landers Brothers to do the brick-work on 
its new mill, and Caspar Ranger has the con- 
tract for the wood-work. The brick makers and 
contractors keep prices up pretty high, and this | 
has caused some companies and individuals to 
put off building operations till another year. 
But enough others are building to keep things | 
very lively, and there will be little chance for 
prices to come down much this season. 

There is but little local interest in the national 
game this spring, but the Massasoit and National 
Blank-book nines have reorganized, and will play | 
several matches. Holyoke had a nine one year 
which stood well in the league. 

It is said that the government paper mill at 
Coltsville (Pittsfield) will start up again next | 
Monday. Work stopped there some weeks ago 
on account of a failure in the appropriation, but | 
it was prophesied at the time that the mill could 
not long remain idle. Secretary Folger has ap 
pointed, as the new superintendent of the mill, J. 
R. Robinson, of the New York city tax office, in 
place of Captain Higdon. As the paper mill is | 
about all there is to Coltsville, it makes all the | 
difference in the world to the little hamlet 
whether the mill is running or not. Most of the 
government clerks, who are sent from the treas- 
ury department, board in Pittsfield centre. | 

The Supreme Court resumes its session at | 
Springfield the 15th of this month; and the | 
affairs of the late Massachusetts Paper Company 
may be brought up again. A jury has been 
asked for in the case of the City National Bank | 
of Springfield against Philo Cline, to settle the 
question whether he was a citizen of Massachu- 
setts when he undertook to claim the protection 
of the State bankrupt laws. There are several 
cases now pending in the same court, of which | 
this will be made the test. The creditors claim 
that he was a citizen of Kansas, doing business 
there under the name of the Kansas City Paper 
Company. 

It is reported this morning that one of the 
small-pox patients is likely to die, but the others 
are doing well, and no new cases are reported. 
The authorities complain that their efforts to 
eradicate the disease are hindered by the care- 
lessness of some of the mill-owners, who allow 
new hands to go to work without being vac- 
cinated. 

The Valley Paper Company has finished its 
new penstock, and now calls its mill in first- 
class condition.
